Washington, Dec. 30.—Senator Nor. 
rls (Rep., Neb.) introduced a resolu­ 
tion directing the federal trade com 
mission to undertake an investigation 
of the electric power ‘ trust.’' 
Senator Edge (Rep., N. J.) blocked 
immediate consideration of the reso­ 
lution. 
The senate still faces the Muscle 
Shoals problem, which holds right'- of 
way there, with the house resuming 
work on appropriation bills. 
Three 
of the dozen supply measures already 
have been counted off and sent to the 
senate to leave the treasury next in 
line for house action. 
In the offing 
of the senate program is the calling 
up of the president’s veto of the pos­ 
tal salary increase bill by unanimous 
conserA for a vote on Jan. 6. 
Mean­ 
while hearings on the administration 
postal rate increase bill, which lead­ 
ers hope to have reedy for the senate 
by that date, will continue before lac 
^oint committee. 
Income taxpayers will be subjected 
to the same rule of publicity next 
year that provoked so much criticism 
* this year. 
Even lf congress were dis­ 
posed to take up the matter for con 
cideration, it is doubtful whether re­ 
pealing legislation could be passed 
at the 
short 
session 
of congress, 
which will end on March 4. 
With the leaders opposed to giving 
this subject a place on the legislative 
program, repealing legislation 
doe? 
not have a chance. 
It Is feared by 
the managers of both houses that to 
undertake 
to 
repeal 
the 
publicity 
clause would open up the whole prob­ 
lem of tax legislation, cause intermin­ 
able delay and probably force an ex­ 
tra session of congress, which it is 
their purpose to avoid at all hazards 
With the marked increase in in 
quiries that are being made among 
investment bankers relative to tax­ 
free security issues, mu, h speculation 
Is arising gas to whether this indi­ 
cates a renewed Interest in tax-free 
issues, due to income tax publicity. 
The opinion was expressed by one 
man connected with the financial op­ 
erations of the government that many 
business houses, resenting the pub­ 
licity given corporation income tax 
returns, would begin placing funds in 
tax-free 
investments, 
which 
would 
offer a certain amount of secrecy, 
even though the investments in such 
securities provide a relatively small 
return. 
If this opinion proves to be 
well founded, there undoubtedly will 
be a boom in municipal, county and 
public works projects. 
Millions For Dry Enforcement. 
The house approved a provision in 
the treasury-postoffice appropriation 
bill for expenditure of $11,000,000 for 
prohibition enforcement during the 
coming fiscal year. 
No 
effort was 
made to alter the amount, which is 
$341,770 less than the amount avail 
able this year, but $783,120 more than 
budget estimates. 
The house also approved 
without 
amendment an allotment of $20,597 
1135 for coast guard activities, part of 
which would be available for curbing 
rum running. This amount is $11,753, 
706 more than the total appropriated 
for this year. 
Representatives Hill of Maryland 
and Laguardia of New York assailed 
prohibition enforcement. 
The latter 
advocating vigorous enforcement of 
the Volstead law so long as It is on 
the statute books, contended„ there 
was imperative need for a radical 
shakeup In the prohibition 
enforce­ 
ment force and a change in policy.

Health 
Director 
Says 
Low 
Death Rate From Typhoid Can Not 
Be Maintained lf Stream Pollution 
Is Continued—Co-operation 
Neces­ 
sary Between Republican Legisla­ 
ture and Democratic Governor. 


Columbus, 
Dec. 30.—The 
special 
committee on conservation of water 
supplies, appointed by Dr. John E. 
Monger, state health director, has ap­ 
proved legislation to stop the pollu­ 
tion of Ohio streams and to apply 
remedial measures for pollution now 
existing. 
Dr. Monger said no single problem 
is so fraught with grave consequence 
to 
future 
generations 
as 
that of 
stream pollution. 
In many communi­ 
ties, he says, it is not a problem that 
can be left to the future, but is one 
that must be solved now'. 
He quoted 
a federal engineer as saying "the pol­ 
lution of the Ohio river by sewage 
gild wastes has increased to such an 
extent that we have reached the last 
line of defense in our efforts to com­ 
bat the germs and purify the water 
at modern water plants 
along 
the 
river.’’ 
The same conditions exist in other 
waterways, Dr. Monger asserts, espe­ 
cially in Cuyahoga, Maumee and Ma­ 
honing rivers. 
Reduction in the death rate from 
typhoid 
fever 
has 
come 
through 
health measures taken in the last few 
years, but if the rate of increase in 
pollution is maintained, the low death 
rate can not be kept, he declares. 
“While approximately 50 per cent 
of our population is drinking water 
from surface sources, a much greater 
per cent will be using surface water 
25 years from today." he explains. 
"The question staring us in the face 
is Whether we will be able to control 
water-borne diseases then, and the 
frank, truthful 
answer 
is, we will 
not." 
Co operation Necessary. 
Some measures of co-operation be­ 
tween a Republican legislature and a 
Democratic governor will be neces­ 
sary to solve many matters which 
will confront the Eighty-sixth general 
assembly when it convenes, Jan. 5. 
Problems of vital importance to the 
people of the state which will surely 
come before 
the 
assembly include 
plans for furnishing financial 
relief 
for cities, villages and 
school dis­ 
tricts, a 
gasoline 
tax, the 
federal 
child-labor 
amendment, pre-primary 
political conventions, road legislation 
and a minimum wage law. 
Two years ago there w'as a Repub 
Mean legislature and a 
Democratic 
governor, who w'ere unable to agre* 
on several important questions. As rn 
result, the governor used 
his veto 
power freely, but the Republican ma 
jority made it possible to override 
this veto in several instances. 
Al­ 
most the same situation faces 
the 
coming session. 
There is certain to be some meas­ 
ure for the financial relief of cities 
introduced. 
Robert A. Taft of Cincin­ 
nati. who is chairman of the house 
taxation committee and majority floor 
leader, was author of the Taft bill, 
which was passed over the governor s 
veto, but lost at a referendum. 
Gov­ 
ernor Donahey opposed the measure 
on the grounds that there was not 
■ufficient provision for home rule in 
taxation.

HERO KEEPS TO 
MOUNTAIN HOME 


W illie Sandlin Modest, but 
Bravery in W ar W on 
Him Many Medals. 


Lexington, Ky.—Kentucky has the 
most modest hero of the World war. 
She also has the “heroest hero’’ of 
the same war in the selfsame indi­ 
vidual and her claim to this distinc­ 
tion is attested by General Pershing 
and Marshal Foch. 
The hero—he accumulated enough 
glory in one day to chalk off all the 
valorous deeds of most heroes and 
have enough left for ordinary citation 
purposes—hails from a section of Ken­ 
tucky noted for fighters, and Us very 
name is enough to throw a raan’s^size 
■care into a timid chap. 
Kentucky’s star hero is Sergt. Willie 
Sandlin, from Devil's Jump Branch, 
Hell-fer-$artin Creek, Leslie county, 
and he looks the part, with a wiry 
frame, determined jaw and keen eye, 
fearless as a fighter, but extremely 
shy at all attempts to exploit his 
deeds. 
Willie—not a nickname but a full- 
fledged monicker found quite generally 
among the "Williams” of the Kentucky 
j hills—was induced to come to Lexing- 
i ton for the Fourth of July celebration 
! as the honored guest of Hugh McKee 
! post, No. 677, Veterans of Foreign 
I Wars, and was Introduced by Ii. E. 
; Lee Murphy, state commander. 
Lost a Medal. 
Mr. Murphy had considerable diffi­ 
culty In introducing the modest hero, 
as Sergeant Sandlin had long since 
i the war misplaced his citations and 
J lost one of his medals bestowed by a 
foreign government. 
However, he still 
had .the Congressional Medal of Honor 
I —his own country’s highest decora­ 
tion—Medal M ilitate from France and 
I Croix de Guerre with palm, Italian 
War cross and decoration from Mon­ 
tenegro. 
The 
Veterans 
of 
Foreign 
Wars 
elected him to membership in that or- 
1 gnnlzation for 20 years without pay­ 
ment of dues, with the promise that 
his membership would he renewed at 
the expiration of that time "if he lived 
longer than 20 years on the $10 a 
month allowed him by the veterans’ 
.bureau for the support of his wife, 
j two children and himself."

Willie Sandlin loves the mountains 
of Kentucky. 
His Fourth of July 
speech in Lexington, quoted almost 
verbatim, proves it: "I am glad to be 
here. I thank you for your hospitality. 
When J was on the fields of France 
my heart was in the hills of Kentucky. 
I will now step aside and let you hear 
the real speakers." 
Sandlin’s speech was the shortest 
and the applause the longest on the 
day’s program of Fourth of July ora­ 
tions.

Mars Is Cool Spot, 
Scientists Declare 
Cambridge* 
Mass. — The 
average 
temperature on the surface of Mars, 
except near the poles, is not unlike 
thuj of a bright, cool day on the sur­ 
face of the earth, it was disclosed 
here at the annual meeting of the 
National Academy of Science*. 
In a paper read before the meeting, 
embodying observations made at Flag­ 
staff, Ari*., last summer when Mars 
was nearest this earth, It was stated 
that the surface temperatures on Mars 
run from 5-to 15 -degree* centigrade, 
or betweenity and-66 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
Measurements, the results of which 
were presented, were 
mad© 
on 24 
nights by W. 
W. Coblenz of the 
bureau 
of 
standards, 
Washington* 
and C. O. Lampland of the Lowell 
observatory at Flagstaff, working with, 
a new "thermocouple radiometer," aa 
Instrument callable of delicate meas­ 
urements. 
The brighter portions of Mars are 
cooler than the dark regions, the ob­ 
servations showed. 
Temperatures in 
the polar regions fall us low as ap­ 
proximately minus 70 degrees, centi­ 
grade—about 94 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. 
Temperatures of the dark phase o f 
the sunrise side of the planet are 
also very low, probably reaching, it 
was said, about 
minus OO 
degree* 
centigrade.

The chief value to man of the Illy 
family, to which the onion belongs, is a 
purely ornamental one, snyf Dr. A. B. 
Stout, director of laboratories of the 
New York botanical garden, In the De­ 
troit News. Doctor Stout is an expert 
on lilies. 
A general survey of the true lilies 
and their near relatives reveals that 
the lily family contains relatively few 
plant® of Importance as food and fiber 
crops, says Doctor Stout. Of these the 
onions are perhaps most Important. 
The young shoots of asparagus are 
among the delicacies of the spring sea­ 
son. 
Bulbs of certain of the true 
lilies are oaten by man. especially in 
China.

with lively expectations, but when be 
gazed Into the lrnperturable. unsmiling 
face of the soldier he found himself 
for once in his life wdth nothing in 
particular to say. 
Qrant nodded to 
him and waited In silence. 
At lust 
Mark Twain’s native resources came 
to his rescue. 
“General,” he said, “I seem to be 
a little embarrassed. 
Are you?” 
That broke the ice. and all went well 
with them thereafter. 
In 1879 they met again. 
Meanwhile 
Mark Twain had become world fam­ 
ous, and 
General Grant 
had been 
President of the United States twice 
and had made a tour of the world, re­ 
ceiving an ovation In every land, 
On 
his return the Army of the Tennessee 
gave him a magnificent reception in 
Chicago, and the greatest men of the 
country were there to pay him tribute, 
Mark Twain among them. 
Carter Harrison, then mayor of Chi­ 
cago, was host and when Mark Twain 
came in Introduced him to GranffcrThe 
general greeted him gravely and then 
looking Mark calmly in the eye, said, 
“Mr. Clemens, I am not embarrassed; 
are you?” 
On that night, when Logan, Hurl- 
but, Vilas, Woodford, Pope, Robert G, 
Ingersoll 
and 
other 
brilliant 
men 
spoke, Mark Twain, although he was 
not called on until half past two in 
the morning at the end of a long list 
of speakers, was the bright particular 
star. 
Mark Twain had responded at 
many public dinners most happily to 
the toast “The Ladles,” hut for this 
occasion 
with 
whimsical 
fancy 
he 
chose 
“The 
Babies.” 
His 
opening 
words were; 
“We haven’t all had the good for­ 
tune to be ladies; we haven’t all been 
generals or poets or statesmen; but 
when the toast works down to the 
babies we stand on common ground.” 
At that the tired audience waked up, 
and with each sentence the enthusi­ 
asm of the assembly grew* visibly and 
audibly. 
When he reached the begin­ 
ning of his final paragraph, "Among 
the three or four million cradles now 
rocking in the land are some which 
this nation would preserve for ages 
as sacred things lf we could know 
which ones they are,” the vast audi­ 
ence waited breathless for his conclu­ 
sion: 
“And now in his cradle, some­ 
where under the flag, the future Illus­ 
trious commander-in-chief of the Amer­ 
ican armies is so little burdened with 
his approaching grandeurs 
and 
re­ 
sponsibilities 
as 
to 
be 
giving his 
whole strategic mind at this moment 
to trying to find out some way to 
get his own big toe into his mouth— 
an achievement 
which—meaning no 
disrespect—-the 
illustrious 
guest 
of 
this evening also turned his attention 
to some 56 years ugo.” 
He paused, and the vast crowd had 
a chill of fear. 
After all he seemed 
likely to overdo It. 
No one knew better than Mark 
Twain the value of a pause. Ile want­ 
ed long enough to let the silence be­ 
come 
absolute; 
then, 
wheeling 
to 
Grant himself, he said with the dra­ 
matic power of which he was master: 
“And if the child is but the father of 
the man, there are mighty few who 
will doubt that he succeeded I” 
The crowd rescinded with a roar 
of appreciation. 
Even Grant’s iron 
serenity broke, und he shook with 
laughter.

There has been un- j 
precedented shifting of trade routes, i 
According to the latest reports more i 
than four-fifths of the entire tonnage I 
of the United States passes today in j 
and out of some sixteen harbors scat- I 
tered along the A tlantic and Pacific j 
seaboards, the G reat Lakes and the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
Few people, even among those well 1 
Informed in such m atters, could name 
the Ant sixteen ports of the United 
States In the order of their Importance 
or even tell which were the first five, 
f 
New York of course easily .dom!- | 
nates all other ports, although the pro­ 
portion of the commerce of the coun­ 
try which paste* in and out of the 
Narrows Is not generally realised. To­ 
day some 52 per cerit of the foreign 
trade of the country is handled in New 
York harbor. 
The second port of the 
United States, both as regards Its ton­ 
nage and the value of its shipping Is 
New Orleans. The city at the entrance 
to the M ississippi river naturally takes 
toll on the immense volume of ship­ 
ping which passes down this valley to 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
It will come as a surprise to learn 
tfiat the third port In the United States 
in point of tonnage is Port A rthur. 
Texas. 
The great tonnage is largely 
due to the shipm ents of oil from this 
region. 
The fourth port as regards 
tonnage Is Philadelphia. 
Less than a 
century ago Philadelphia led all other 
American harbors. 
The fifth port Is Galveston, Texas. 
It is surprising to find that am ong the 
first five ports no less than 
three 
should be found on the Gulf of Mexico. 
The list of ports contains several 
other surprises. 
The next port is Bal­ 
timore, which 
Is significant of the 
growth of the Chesapeake as an out­ 
let for the country’s wealth.

turn comes Buffalo, which profits by 
the great tonnage of the G reat Lakes. 

Next comes 
Norfolk, which has enjoyed gr*at re- I 
cent prosperity.

Discovers Norse Record 
of 1010 A. D. in Northwest 
Spokane, 
W ash.—-Two 
discoveries. 
which he believes will confirm deduc­ 
tions from Inscriptions on rocks in Hie 
Pacific Northwest thut a Norse expe­ 
dition visited this part of the country 
in 1010 A. D., were anne unced here 
by Oluf L. Ops Jon, Norwegian scientist 
of this city, upon his return from a 
trip Into northern Idaho and eastern 
Washington. 
Opsjon said he had found a runic 
inscription telling of the burial of a 
Viking In arm or and had located the 
supposed grave and had learned of the 
location of a carved stone tablet giv­ 
ing the history of the early Norse ex­ 
pedition. 
As early next spring as of­ 
ficial government supervision can he 
obtained the grave will be opened und 
the tablet excavated, he said. 
Snow 
in the hills where the finds were dis­ 
covered will prevent earlier investiga 
tion.

“Henry M. S tan­ 
ley, Ute great explorer, was made an 
African chief, and a member of tile 
British parliam ent was made a chief, 
because of what he bad done for the 
A frican in England. 
But certainly I 
never anticipated that the honor would 
come to me. 
“One morning I received a call from 
the king to appear before the council 
of chiefs. 
When I went to answ er the 
call I found the king seated on his 
throne dressed in his gaudiest costume, 
and the chiefs around also in gala a t­ 
tire. 


“I was taken to a box in front of the 
throne. 
The king then told me how 
much the chiefs and the people appre­ 
ciated what we had done for them, and 
the only thing in the way of reward 
that they could give me was the honor 
of chieftainship. 
They told me that if 
I would express my willingness to be 
made a chief they would confer this 
honor upon me. 
“I had not the slightest idea of what 
it means to be an African chief or of 
the ceremonies through which I would 
have to pass, but I determ ined that as 
I bad taken so many chances in Africa, 
and had come through all right, I would 
accept the offer. 
“One of 
the ceremonies 
throe; 
which I passed was the ceremony 
blood brotherhood. 
Blood was taken 
from my arm aud also from the a n n o / 
the king. 
In a most im pressive man­ 
ner and with much ritualistic cere­ 
mony the blood was mixed, and thus 
the white man was made a blood 
brother to the African. 
“In 
another 
ceremony 
the 
green 
liquid from an herb was sprinkled on 
the head and face of the king and each 
chief, and was then sprinkled over my 
head and face. The king explained that 
this green liquid was known for its 
healing qualities and said th at its use 
was to im press the white man th at as 
a chief he m ust always be a healer of 
wounds and a settler of disputes. 
“A fter various other symbolic cere- 


t 


monies a scarf, stam ped with tire mixed 
blood of lite king and the white maxi 
and sprinkled with the liquids they bad 
used In the various ceremonies, was 
placed upon my head and finally taktD 
off and placed on my left sh o u ld ^ 
where it Is alw ays worn by the chiefs. 
“So I was m ade chief of the tribe 
and, aB such, a m an of power among 
them. 
I was listened to with a great 
deal more deference when I preached a 
sermon, or addressed a m eeting or sat 
aa a chief in council. I took advantage 
of every opportunity In bringing all 
the tribe in touch with the higher 
things of life.”

Mean­ 
while hearings on the administration 
postal rate Increase bill, which lead­ 
ers hope to hav e ready for the senate 
by that date, will Continue before the 
foint committee. 
Income taxpayers will be subjected 
to the same rule of publicity next 
year that prov oked so much criticism 
* 
this year. 
Ev en if congress were dis­ 
posed to take up the m atter for con 
sideration, it is doubtful whether re­ 
pealing legislation could be passed 
at 
the 
short 
session 
of 
congress, 
which will end on March 4. 
With the leaders opposed to giv ing 
this subject a place on the legislativ e 
program, repealing legislation 
does 
not hav e a chance. 
It is feared by 
the managers of both houses that to 
undertake 
to 
repeal 
the 
publicity 
clause would open up the whole prob­ 
lem of tax legis’ation, cause interm in­ 
able delay and probably force an ex­ 
tra session of congress, which it is 
their purpose to av oid at all hazards 
W ith the m arked increase in in­ 
quiries that are being made among 
Inv estm ent bankers relativ e to tax- 
free security issues, much speculation 
is arising gas to w hether this indi 
cates a renewed interest in tax-free 
issues, due to income tax publicity 
T he opinion was expressed by one 
m an connected with the financial op 
erations of the gov ernment that m any 
business houses, resenting the pub­ 
licity giv en corporation income tax 
returns, would begin placing funds in

offer a certain am ount of secrecy, 
ev en though the inv estm ents in such 
securities prov ide a relativ ely small 
return.

Dr. Monger said no single problem 
is so fraught with grav e consequence 
to 
future 
generations 
as 
that 
o f 
stream pollution. 
In many communi­ 
ties, he says, it is not a problem that 
can be left to the future, but is one 
that m ust be solv ed now'. 
He quoted 
a federal engineer as saying “the pol­ 
lution of the Ohio riv er by sewage 
and wastes has increased to such an 
extent that we hav e reached the last 
line of defense in our efforts to com­ 
bat the gorms and purify the water 
at modern water plants 
along 
the 
riv er.” 
The same conditions exist in other 
waterways, Dr. Monger asserts, espe­ 
cially in Cuyahoga, Maumee and Ma­ 
honing riv ers. 
Reduction in the death rate from 
typhoid 
fev er 
has 
come 
through 
health measures taken in the last few 
years, hut if the rate of increase in 
pollution is maintained, the low death 
rate can not be kept, he declares. 
“While approximately 50 per cent 
of our population is drinking water 
from surface sources, a much greater 
per cent will be using surface water 
25 years from today.” he explains. 
“The question staring us in the face 
is whether we will be able to control

tax idea now rests on the ability of 
the legislature to propose a measure
